NOTE. 

The  original  —  a  broadside  —  from  which  the  copy  made 
use  of  here  was  taken,  is  to  be  found  in  the  Massachusetts 
Archives,  CII.  28.  It  was  obviously  prepared  for  posting 
in  public  places  and  represents  an  interesting  stage  of  the 
proceedings.  The  main  features  of  the  Scheme  had  been 
agreed  upon,  but  the  details  were  so  far  susceptible  of  change 
that  even  in  the  broadside  itself  there  were  changes  written. 
Whether  these  were  the  suggestions  of  some  individual  or 
whether  they  were  accepted  and  made  on  all  the  broadsides, 
we  cannot  tell,  this  being  the  only  copy  of  the  instrument 
which  has  been  handed  down  to  us.  In  size  the  broadside 
measures  14i  by  Hi  inches.

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NOTE. 

The  Articles  of  the  Land  Bank  or  Manufactory  Company 
are  recorded  in  the  Suffolk  Registry  of  Deeds,  LX.  21. 
They  were  printed  in  Franklin's  General  Magazine  and 
Historical  Chronicle  for  all  the  British  Plantations  in  America, 
March,  1741, 1.  184-189.  They  were  also  printed  on  four 
pages  folio,  14^  x  9|  inches,  evidently  for  use  in  thil^  form  as 
a  sort  of  prospjectus.  One  copy  of  the  Articles  in  this  form 
h^  b«n%^ed  «.d  i.  Z  the  library  o£  Cong««. 
Through  the  courtesy  of  our  associate  Mr.  Worthington  C. 
Ford,  the  Articles  are  reproduced  from  this  souix^e. 
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THE    ARTICLES    OF    THE    LAND    BANK    OR    MANU- 
FACTORY   SCHEME. 

In  Consequence  of  the  Scheme  which  is  inserted  in  the  Book 
of  Records  of  the  Manufactory  Company^  proposing  a  Medium  of 
Trade  and  Business  by  an  Emission  of  Notes  of  Hand,  or  Bills  on 
Land  Security^  Redeemable  by  the  Manufactures  or  Produce  of  the 
Province  of  the  Massachusetts-Bay;  the  Directors  (chosen  by  the 
Subscribers  thereto  on  July  SOth  last)  have  unanimously  this  Day 
agreed  on  the  following  Articles,  including  and  expressing  the 
Meaning  and  Intention  of  that  Scheme,  and  for  the  Prosecution  of 
it,  which  are  to  be  esteemed  FundamentaL 

1.  The  Stock  of  Bills  to  be  Emitted  shall  be  to  the  Value  of  One 
Hundred  and  fifty  Thousand  Pounds  Lawful  Money,  equal  to  Silver 

Coin  at  9ix  Shillings  and  eight  Pence  per  Ounce,  and  no  more. 

• 

2.  Each  Undertaker  for  Seventy  five  Pounds  shall  have  one  Vote 
at  any  Geneiul  Meeting ;  for  Five  Hundred  Pounds^  two  Votes ; 
for  One  Thousand  Pounds^  three  Votes ;  for  Two  Thousand  Pounds^ 
four  Votes.  And  no  Person  sha^  have  more  than  four  Votes,  let 
his  Interest  in  the  Stock  be  ever  so  large. 

8.  Every  Undertaker  shall  annually  pay  in  unto  the  Directors  or 
their  Order  in  Boston^  five  per  Cent,  of  the  principal  Sum  he  re- 
ceived of  the  Directors  and  three  per  Cent.  Interest  on  the  Prin- 
cipal enjoyed,  either  in  the  Company's  Bills,  or  in  the  Commodities 
or  Manufactures  hereafter  enumerated,  being  of  the  Produce  of  this 
Province,  tn^  Merchantable  Hemp,  Flax,  Cordage,  Bar  Iron,  Cast 
Iron,  Idnnens,  Copper,  Tanned  Leather,  Flax  Seed,  Bees  Wax^  Bay- 
berry  Wax,  Sail  Clothj  Canvas,  Nails,  Tallow,  Lumber,  viz.  Shingles, 
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Staves^  Hoops^  White  Pine  Boards^  White  Oak  Plank,  White  Oak 
Boards^  and  Ship  Timber ;  Barrel  Beef,  Barrel  Pork,  Oil,  Whale' 
hone,  or  Oord   Wood ;  or  Logwood,  tho'  from  New  Spain. 

4.  Every  Undertaker  shall  Mortgage  to  the  Directors  each  Direct- 
or  shall  Mortgage  to  the  other  Directors  an  Estate  in  Lands,  as  a 
Security  to  the  Possessor  in  Value  equal  to  one  and  an  half  of  the 
Sum  he  undertakes  for,  and  shall  over  and  above  Covenant  by  In- 
denture, with  the  Directors  and  Signers  of  the  Bills  to  perform  the 
Conditions  of  the  Mortgage. 

5.  Notwithstanding  this,  yet  any  Artificers  or  Traders  in  Boston 
in  good  Credit  may  be  admitted  Undertakers  for  a  Sum  not  exceed- 
ing One  Hundred  Pounds  each,  provided  they  give  Bond  with  two 
sufficient  Sureties  in  double  that  Sum,  and  Covenant  as  the  other 
Partners  do. 

6*  The  Directors  and  Undertakers  shall  mutually  Covenant. 

I.   The  Directors  on  their  Part  shall  Covenant, 

1.  That  they  will  yearly  lay  before  the  Company  at  their  annual 
Meeting  a  full  and  just  Account  of  all  the  Company's  Affairs  under 
their  Management  for  the  Tear  past,  fairly  entred  in  the  Company's 
Books. 

2.  That  they  will  sell  as  soon  as  they  can  (for  the  Company's  Bills 
only)  all  such  Manufactures  as  shaU  be  brought  in  by  the  annual 
Payments  of  the  Partners  for  Principal  and  Interest,  and  let  out 
(after  the  necessaiy  Charges  of  the  Company  are  deducted,  as  soon 
as  they  can)  on  lawful  Interest  with  good  Security  the  Produce 
of  such  Sale,  and  also  such  Bills  as  shall  be  brought  in  in  such 
Payments,  and  always  Husband  and  improve  the  Company's  Stock 
in  their  Hands  to  the  best  Advantage  of  the  Company. 

8.  That  they  will  pay  to  each  Partner  his  Executors  Administra- 
tors or  Assigns  on  Demand,  his  and  their  rateable  Part  of  every 
Dividend  of  the  Company's  Profits,  to  be  agreed  upon  at  any 
General  Meeting  of  the  Partners,  by  the  major  Part  of  the  Partners 
present,  concurring  with  the  major  Part  of  the  Directors,  and  after 
the  Expiration  of  Twenty  Tears  to  pay  to  each  Partner,  his  Execu-

tors  Administrators  or  Assigns,  according  to  his  or  their  respect- 
ive Interests,  all  such  Dividends  as  shall  be  agreed  upon  by  the 
major  Part  of  the  Partners,  outstanding  Bills,  and  contingent 
Charges  always  to  be  first  satisfied. 

4.  That  the  said  Directors  Do  severally  Covenant  T^ith  each 
Partner,  his  Executors  Administrators  and  Assigns,  viz.  Each  of 
them  for  himself  his  Heirs  Executors  and  Administrators,  That  in 
Case  he  be  displaced,  or  taken  away  by  Death,  then  he,  his  Heirs, 
Executors  or  Administrators,  shall  and  will  instantly  deliver  up  to 
the  remaining  Directors,  for  the  Use  of  the  Company,  all  the  Bills, 
Goods,  and  Things  whatsoever  as  are  in  his  or  their  Hands  belong- 
ing to  the  Company,  and  will  never  more  intermeddle  with  any 
Things  or  Affairs  pertaining  to  the  Office  and  Duty  of  a  Director. 

II.  The  Undertakers  on  their  Part  shall  Covenant, 

1.  That  each  Undertaker,  his  Heirs  Executors,  and  Administra- 
tors, will  at  the  Expiration  of  every  Year  from  this  Date  annually 
during  the  space  of  Twenty  Years  pay  to  the  said  Directors,  viz. 
Robert  Auchmity^  Samuel  Adame^  William  Stoddard^  Peter  Ckardan^ 
Samtiel  Watts,  George  Leonard,  Robert  Hale,  John  Choate,  and 
Thomas  Cheever,  their  Executors  and  Administrators,  for  the  Use 
of  the  said  Company,  Five  in  the  Hundred  of  the  principal  Sum  by 
him  received,  and  Three  per  Cent  Interest  for  the  Principal  enjoyed 
in  such  Manufactory  Bills,  or  in  Merchantable  Hemp,  Flax,  Cord- 
age, Bar  Iron,  Cast  Iron,  Linnen,  Copper,  TarCd  Leather,  Flax- 
Seed,  Bees-  Wax,  Bayberry  Wax,  Sail  Cloth,  Canvas,  Nails,  Tallow, 
I/umber,  viz.  Shingles,  Staves,  Hoops,  White  Pine  Boards,  White 
Oak  Plank,  White  Oak  Boards,  and  Ship  Timber;  Barrel  Beef, 
Barrel  Pork,  Oil,  Whalebone,  and  Cord-  Wood,  of  the  Produce  and 
Manufactures  of  this  Province,  or  Logwood,  at  such  Prices  as  the 
Directors  shall  judge  they  pass  for,  in  lawful  Money  at  six  Shillings 
and  eight  Pence  per  Ounce,  with  one  per  Cent,  advance  thereon,  at 
the  respective  Times  of  Payment 

2.  That  he  his  Heirs  Executors  and  Administrators,  will  from 
Time  to  Time  at  thirty  Days  Notice  pay  to  the  said  Directors  in 
the  aforesaid  Bills  or  Manufactures,  his  rateable  Part  of  all  such 
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Sums  of  Money  as  shall  be  lost  or  become  chargeable  on  the  said 
Company,  by  the  failure  of  any  of  the  Partners,  or  by  any  other 
Accident  whatsoever,  to  indemnify  the  Signers  of  those  Bills,  and 
save  the  said  Company  harmless. 

3.  That  he  his  Heirs  Executors  and  Administrators,  at  all  Times 
till  the  principal  Sum  aforesaid  by  him  received  and  Interest 
thereof  as  aforesaid  is  paid  i;i,  and  while  he  or  they  have  any  Share 
or  Interest  in  the  Manufactory  Company  aforesaid,  will  readily 
receive  and  take  all  such  Manufactory  Bills,  as  shall  be  tendered 
him  or  them  by  any  Person  or  Persons,  in  all  Payments,  Trade  and 
Business,  as  so  much  lawful  Money  at  six  Shilling9  and  eight  Pence 
per  Ounce. 

4.  That  he  his  Heirs  Executors  and  Administrators,  will  from 
Time  to  Time  at  thirty  Days  Notice  pay  and  satisfy  to  the  said 
Directors,  their  Executors  and  Administrators,  his  rateable  Part  of 
all  such  Sums  of  Money,  Losses,  and  Damages  as  they  or  the  Com- 
pany shall  sustain,  or  suffer  by  Means  of  any  Orders,  Rules,  In- 
structions, Laws,  or  other  Acts  of  Government  whatsoever,  towards 
the  securing  and  indemnifying  of  the  said  Directors  and  the  said 
Company. 

5.  That  he  his  Heirs  Executors  and  Administrators,  will  at  all 
Times  when  thereto  requested,  give  such  further,  or  better  Se- 
curity, for  the  performance  of  his  yearly  Payments  in  maimer 
aforesaid,  as  they  shall  judge  necessary. 

6.  That  he  his  Heirs  and  Administrators,  will  (in  Case  any  of  the 
said  Directors  shall  be  displaced  or  taken  away  by  Death)  perform 
all  his  aforesaid  Covenants  to  the  remaining  Directors  and  Suc- 
cessors, chosen  in  the  room  of  such  as  are  displaced  or  taken  away 
as  aforesaid,  whenever  they  shall  think  proper :  And  at  all  Times 
upon  thirty  Days  Notice,  will  pay  and  perform  his  rateable  Part 
required,  to  indemnify  such  displaced  Director ;  and  generally  the 
Heir^  Executors  and  Administrators  of  all  such  Directors  as  shall 
be  displaced  as  aforesaid,  or  taken  away  by  Death,  for  every  Thing 
done  by  them  in  the  faithful  Discharge  of  their  Trust  as  Directors, 
or  as  Signers  of  the  Bills. 
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7.  The  afore  enumerated  Commodities  shall  be  received  by  the 
Directors  at  the  same  Prices  as  they  generally  pass  at,  at  the  Time 
of  Payment  in  Boston^  and  the  Directors  shall  accordingly  allow 
m  Shillings  and  eight  Pence  in  the  Company's  Bills,  for  so  much 
of  each  kind  of  Commodities  respectively,  as  will  sell  for  an  Ounce 
of  Silver  as  aforesaid,  and  shall  moreover  give  for  said  Commodi- 
ties to  the  Undertakers  paying  in  (as  aforesaid)  one  per  Cent  more 
than  the  Market  Price,  and  shall  at  any  Time  on  the  Demand  of 
the  Possessor  of  their  Bills  sell  them  for  said  Bills  at  their  Treas- 
ury in  Bosfon  one  per  Cent,  under  the  then  Market  Price  in  said 
Boston^  and  shall  always  receive  six  Shillings  &  eight  Pence  of  said 
Bills,  as  equal  to  one  Ounce  of  Silver. 

8.  The  Directors  shall  appoint  Persons  to  Value  the  Lands  to  be 
Mortgaged  as  Security  for  the  annual  Payments,  who  shall  be  under 
Oath  for  the  faithful  Discharge  of  their  Trusts. 

9.  The  Directors  shall  appoint  Clerks  and  other  Attendants,  as 
they  find  it  necessary,  agree  with  them  for  their  Salaries,  and  as 
there  may  be  Occasion,  again  dismiss  them  and  choose  others,  which 
Clerks  shall  be  under  Oath,  and  give  Security  for  the  faithful 
Discharge  of  then*  Trusts. 

10.  No  Person  shall  be  capable  of  being  a  Director  or  Ti*easurer, 
who  undertakes  for  less  than  Five  Hundred  pounds,  and  if  any 
Directors  or  Treasurer  die,  or  is  removed  from  his  OflSce,  the 
Vacancy  shall  be  filled  at  the  next  Meeting  of  the  Company  by 
a  major  Vote  of  the  Partners  present  (the  Directors  in  Case  of 
Death  or  Removal  of  a  Treasurer  to  choose  a  new  one  in  the  mean 
time)  and  if  any  Director  or  Treasurer  be  found  guilty  of  any 
Fraud  in  the  Execution  of  his  Office,  any  fouif  of  the  Directors 
concurring  wittf  a  major  Part  of  tlie  Partners,  such  Treasurer  or 
Directoi's  shall  be  Removed  from  his  Trusts,  his  Mortgage  be  put 
in  Suit,  and  he  be  declared  to  be  a  Partner  no  longer. 

11.  All  the  Mortgages  given  by  the  Undertakers  shall  be  duly 
executed,  and  put  on  Record  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds  of  the 
County  where  such  Mortgaged  Lands  respectively  lie. 

12.  If  the  Security  which  shall  be  given  by  any  Partner  shall  at 
any  Time  be  judged  insufficient  by  the  Directors  or  the  major  Part 
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of  them,  such  Partner  shall  on  Demand  give  sach  other  and  better 
Security  as  they  shall  think  needful,  or  otherwise  his  Mortgage  or 
Covenant,  or  both  of  them  shall  be  sued  out. 

IS.  To  oblige  all  the  Partners  to  pay  their  Part  of  Principal  and 
Interest  punctually,  whoever  neglects  paying  above  a  Montli  after 
it  is  due,  his  Mortgage  Covenant  and  Bond,  or  any  of  them,  shall 
be  put  in  Suit 

14.  The  Directors  shall  from  Time  to  Time  put  out  on  lawful 
Interest  to  any  Man,  to  whom  they  think  proper  on  good  Security, 
all  such  Sums  as  shall  be  in  the  Treasurer's  Hands,  for  the  Use 
and  Benefit  of  the  Company  (Charges  of  managing  the  Company's 
Affairs  first  deducted)  but  not  for  a  longer  Time  at  once  than  one 
Year ;  the  Borrowers  to  pay  Principal  and  Interest  in  the  Com- 
pany's Bills,  or  in  the  aforesaid  Manufactures. 

15.  There  shall  be  a  Meeting  of  the  Partners  on  the  first  Tues- 
day in  September  annually,  and  at  the  End  of  five  Years  at  that* 
Meeting  there  shall  be  a  Dividend  made  of  so  much  of  the  Profits 
as  shall  be  agreed  on  by  a  major  Part  of  the  Directors,  concurring 
with  a  major  Part  of  the  Partners  then  present;  and  from  that 
Time  there  shall  be  a  Dividend  at  every  annual  Meeting :  Provided 
always^  That  in  all  such  Dividends,  care  be  taken  that  there  still 
remain  in  the  Stock,  for  the  Security  of  the  Possessor,  double  the 
Principal  paid  in  from  Time  to  Time  as  aforesaid. 

16.  That  the  Directors  (as  often  as  they  shall  think  it  necessary 
that  there  be  a  Meeting  of  the  Partners  besides  their  annual  Meet- 
ing) may  call  one,  by  informing  of  the  Time  Place  and  Business  of 
such  Meeting,  in  a  Notification  to  be  inserted  in  each  of  the  publick 
News  Papers,  and  to  be  posted  in  each  of  the  SUre  Towns  of  the 
several  Counties,  fourteen  Days  at  least  before  the  Day  appointed 
for  such  Meeting. 

17.  It  shall  be  in  the  Power  of  any  Partner  to  redeem  the  Estate 
he  hath  Mortgaged,  at  the  End  of  five  Years  or  afterwards,  he 
having  the  Consent  of  the  major  Part  of  the  Directors,  with  the 
major  Part  of  the  Partners,  by  paying  in  the  Money  he  received  out 
thereon,  with  the  Interest  then  due ;  either  in  the  Company's  Bills, 
or  in  the  Manufactiires  aforementioned. 
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18.  As  by  the  Mortgages  and  Covenants  aforementioned  the 
Partners  give  Security  to  the  Signers  of  the  Bills  to  enable  them 
to  satisfy  the  Possessor,  so  the  Signers  shall  give  Security  to  in- 
demnify the  Indorser.  , 

19.  All  accounts  relating  to  the  Company's  joint  Affairs  shall  be 
laid  before  them  at  their  annual  Meeting  in  September  by  the 
Directors  and  Treasurer,  for  their  Information  and  Approbation. 

20.  A  major  Part  of  the  Directors  concurring  with  a  major 
Part  of  the  Partners  present  at  any  annual  (or  other  General) 
Meeting,  may  agree  upon  any  other  Rules  or  Methods  for  the 
better  observing  or  fulfilling  the  Articles  aforesaid,  provided 
such  Rules  are  not  subversive  of  the  Fundamental  Articles  of 
this  Scheme,  but  consistent  with  and  conducive  to  the  End  and 
Design  of  them. 

21.  No  alteration  shall  be  made  of  a  Fundamental  Article,  but  by 
the  Consent  of  the  Government,  had  to  the  Determination  of  the 
major  Part  of  the  Partners,  concurring  with  the  major  Part  of  the 
Directors. 

22.  Any  one  of  the  Clerks  of  the  Directors,  shall  at  any  Time  on 
Demand  (for  reasonable  Pay  as  allowed  in  other  Offices)  give  to 
any  Peison  desiring  the  same,  a  Copy  of  any  Part  of  the  Records 
duly  attested  under  his  Hand. 

28.  An  Attested  Copy  of  this  Scheme  from  the  Record  shall  be 
Registered  in  the  Secretary's  Office  in  Boston  (if  permitted)  and 
publick  Notice  given  of  it  when  done,  or  otherwise  in  some  other 
publick  Office  in  this  Province  and  publick  Notice  given  accord- 
ingly. 

The  aforegoing  Scheme  being  the  Substance  and  essential 
Part  of  the  Scheme  first  projected  for  the  Ends  first  mentioned, 
upon  frequent  and  long  Deliberations  of  the  Directors,  thus 
digested,  amended,  and  altered,  so  far  only  as  was  necessary, 
thereby  the  better  to  attain  the  Ends  first  proposed,  and  to  pre* 
vent  any  Doubts  that  might  arise  concerning  the  true  and  honest 
Meaning  of  the  same,  the  Directors  do  now.  set  hereunto  their 
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Hands  and  Seals  in  Boaton^  this  eighth  Day  of  September^  Anno 
Dominiy  One  Thousand  Seven  Hundred  and  Forty.

NOTE. 

The  Articles  of  the  Silver  Bank  were  published  in  full 
in  Franklin's  General  Magazine  and  Historical  Chronicle 
for  all  the  British  Plantations  in  America,  Philadelphia, 
January,  1741,  I.  11-16.  The  copy  of  which  use  is  made 
here  was  procured,  through  the  courtesy  of  our  associate  Mr. 
Wilberforce  Eames,  from  the  Lenox  Library,  the  fortunate 
owner  of  a  set  of  this  magazine. 
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THE    ARTICLES    OF    THE    SILVER    BANK. 

Whereas  the  Silver  and  Gold,  which  formerly  were  our  Medium  of 
Exchange,  have  been  exported  to  our  Mother  Country,  in  Payment 
for  the  Manufactures  we  have  received  from  thence  ;  and  for  many 
Years  our  Affairs  and  Business,  have  been  transacted  with  Bills  of 
Credit  in  lieu  thereof.  And  forasmuch  as  the  Bills  of  Credit  emitted 
by  the  Province  of  the  Massachussetts-Bayy  are  grown  scarce,  by  their 
Return  into  the  pvilick  Treasury,  according  to  the  Periods  that  have 
already  arrived,  and  in  a  short  Time  the  Remainder  is  by  Law  re- 
quired  to  be  brought  in,  and  consumed  to  Ashes;  and  whereas  it  seems 
very  difficidt,  if  not  impracticable,  so  suddenly  to  procure  Silver  and 
Q-old,  sufficient  for  the  Management  of  our  Trade  and  Commerce. 

Thebefobe,  for  Remedy  in  this  Case,  We  the  Subscribers  have 
agreed  on  the  following  Articles,  viz. 

I.  That  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be,  there  be  emitted  One 
hundred  and  twenty  thousand  pounds,  in  Bills,  or  Notes  of  Hand,  of 
the  following  Denominations,  viz.  Ten  pounds.  Five  pounds.  Three 
pounds.  Forty  shilling.  Twenty  shilling.  Fifteen  shilling.  Ten  shilling, 
seven  shilling  and  six  penny.  Five  shilling,  and  Two  shilling  and  six 
penny.  Bills,  all  to  be  redeemed  and  paid  with  coined  Silver  of 
Sterling  Alloy,  at  twenty  shillings  per  Ounce,  or  coined  stand- 
ard Gold  at  fourteen  Pounds  fifteen  shillings  per  Ounce,  both  Troy 
Weight,  by  tht  last  of  December,  Anno  Domini  1755.

and  Weight  aforesaid,  from  the  Undertaker  of  One  thousand  pounds, 
if  he  shall  pay  them  annually  by  the  80th  of  November,  and  the 
Directors  may  agree  with  the  Subscriber  or  Undertaker  for  a  lesser 
or  greater  Sum  to  pay  in  the  same  proportion. 

IV.  The  Security  to  be  given  by  the  Undertakers,  or  Subscribers 
and  Borrowers,  shall  be  made  to  all  the  aforesaid  Directors  or 
Signers  of  the  Bills  or  Notes,  except  what  is  given  by  any  of  the 
Directros  [vie],  which  shall  be  made  to  the  Remainder  of  the  Direct- 
ors. The  Security  both  from  Undertakers  and  Borrowers  to  be 
either  Real  or  Personal,  to  the  Acceptance  of  the  Directors :  If  it 
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be  Personal,  there  shall  he  two  sufficient  Sureties  with  the  Under- 
taker or  Borrower,  all  jointly  and  severally :  If  the  Security  be 
Real,  it  shall  be  Land,  worth,  at  least,  double  the  Sum  it  is  mort- 
gaged for,  exclusive  of  all  Buildings,  and  other  Things,  being  and 
growing  upon  it;  and  the  Mortgage  as  a  collateral  Security  for  the 
Payment  and  Discharge  of  those  fifteen  Bonds :  If  the  Mortgager 
be  a  Borrower  of  Silver  or  Gold,  herein  after  mentioned  to  be  let 
out,  he  shall  give  his  personal  Bond  for  the  same,  and  his  Mort- 
gage as  a  collateral  Security  for  discharge  of  his  bond. 

Y.  Every  Subscriber  or  Undertaker  shall  become  obliged  to  the 
aforesaid  Directors,  to  indemnify  and  save  them  harmless,  as  to  any 
Act  or  Acts  of  Government  they  may  be  obliged  to  comply  with, 
or  as  to  any  Damage  they  may  sustain  in  redeeming,  or  paying  the 
said  Notes  or  Bills  to  be  emitted,  or  in  letting  out  the  Silver  or 
Gold  as  herein  after  directed,  or  by  any  Deficiency,  or  other  Neg- 
lect of  the  Company,  or  either  of  them ;  the  said  Damages  or  De- 
ficiencies to  be  paid,  or  made  up,  in  proportion  to  each  ones' 
Subscription^  including  the  Directors  as  Subscribers. 

VI.  Whereas,  at,  and  after  the  Expiration  of  the  first  of  the  afore- 
mentioned fifteen  Years,  there  will  be  considerable  Sums  of  Silver 
and  Gold  in  the  Hands  of  the  Directors,  it  is  agreed  and  cove- 
nanted, that  the  said  Directors,  may  let  or  hire  out  the  said  Silver 
or  Gold  to  such  Inhabitants  of  this  Province  as  shall  desire  the  same ; 
for  the  space  of  thirteen  Calendar  Months,  and  no  longer  at  one 
Time,  the  Borrower  giving  full  and  undoubted  Security  for  the 
Payment  of  it  within  that  Term,  with  Interest,  at  the  Rate  of  six 
per  Cent,  per  Annum :  Nevertheless  it  is  agreed  and  concluded, 
that  if  the  said  Directors  shall  judge  that  they  shall  have  Occasion 
for  said  Money  sooner  than  the  said  Bond  specifies,  they  may  ag^ee 
to  give  any  proper  Instrument  to  the  Borrower  to  secure  and  assure 
him,  that  upon  pajdng  the  Sum  borrowed,  with  Interest  at  the  Rate 
of  four  per  Cent,  per  Annum,  so  much  sooner  than  by  Bond  he  is 
obliged,  as  the  Directors  Occasions  require,  and  the  Instrument  they 
give  the  Borrower  specifies,  his  Bond  shall  be  delivered  up  to  be 
cancelled. 

VII.  The  Directors  shall  keep  fair  Accompts  of  their  Doings  in 
the  Service  of  the  Company;  and  the  Company  shall  meet  annually 
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on  the  second  Tuesday  in  January^  at  some  suitable  Place  in  the 
Town  of  Boston^  of  which  they  shall  have  convenient  Warning  from 
the  Directors ;  if  in  Boston^  or  within  four  Miles ;  when  and  where 
they  shall  lay  before  the  Company  the  State  of  the  Company's 
Affairs  from  Year  to  Year ;  and  at  the  Expiration  of  the  aforesaid 
Term  of  Fifteen  Years,  shall  deliver  and  pay  to  each  Subscriber  or 
Undertaker,  his  Executors  or  Administrators,  his  proportionable 
Part  of  all  the  ne^e  Profits  of  the  aforesaid  Emission  of  N'otes,  and 
of  their  letting  or  hiring  out  the  Silver  or  Gold  aforesaid,  or  any 
other  way  arising  from  tlie  Company's  Interest  as  aforesaid. 

VIII.  No  Person  shall  be  chosen  a  Director  unless  he  subscribes 
or  undertakes,  at  least,  for  One  thovsand  pounds  ;  and  whosoever  is 
so  chosen,  shall  before  he  enter  on  the  Service,  covenant  and  agree, 
that  in  Case  of  his  Death,  or  that  another  is  chosen  in  his  Stead, 
he  the  said  Director,  his  Heirs,  Executors  or  Administrators,  will 
resign  to  the  Company,  or  their  Order,  every  Thing  in  his  Hands 
belonging  to  the  Company,  as  soon  as  may  be,  not  exceeding  one 
Month  after  his  Death  or  Removal :  And  it  is  hereby  agreed,  and 
to  be  understood,  that  the  Company  may  at  any  annual  Meeting  in 
January  during  the  first  fourteen  Years  of  the  Term  of  fifteen 
Years  aforesaid,'  if  they  shall  find  it  needful,  remove  one  or  more  of 
the  Directors,  and  chose  one,  or  more,  new  Directors,  in  the  Room, 
or  stead,  of  one  or  more  who  were  Directors  before ;  the  Company 
giving  sufficient  Security  to  indemnify  the  deceased,  or  removed 
Director^  or  Directors,  his  or  their  Heirs,  Executors  and  Admin- 
istrators, from  all  Damages  which  may  arise  from  what  he  or 
they  may  have  done  in  the  Service,  or  at  the  Desire  of  the 
Company. 

IX.  No  Person  shall  subscribe  or  unde^ke  for  less  than  Five 
hundred  pounds^  nor  more  than  Eight  thousand  pounds  ;  and  every 
Subscriber  for  Five  hundred  pounds  shall  have  one  Vote,  and  aU 
the  other  Subscribers  shall  vote  in  Proportion ;  but  it  is  to  be  under- 
stood, that  no  Person  who  by  Purchase,  Inheritance,  or  otherwise, 
may  be  Owner  of  more  than  Eight  thousand  pounds^  shall  have  more 
than  sixteen  Votes,  how  great  soever  his  Interest  may  be. 

X.  Whereas  we  are  very  apprehensive  that  the  Receiving  and 
Passing  the  Bills  of  the  neighbouring  Governments,  which  have 
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not  any  good  Foundation  to  secure  their  Value,  promiscuously  and 
indifferently  with  these,  will  greatly  prejudice  this  Province,  and 
very  much  tend  to  depreciate  these  Bills,  tho'  on  the  most  sure 
Bottom ;  We  the  Subscribers  therefore  agree  and  promise,' that  we 
will  neither  directly  nor  indirectly,  by  ourselves,  nor  any  for  us, 
receive  any  Bills  that  shall  be  emitted  hereafter  by  the  neighbour- 
ing Governments,  unless  redeemable  by  Silver  and  Gold  as  afore- 
said, or  that  have  some  solid  and  equivalent  Fund.  And  as  to  Bills 
heretofore  emitted,  we  agree  and  promise  that  we  wiU  receive  and 
pass  them,  with  such  Allowance  or  Discount,  as  this  Company  shall 
agree  upon  by  major  Vote  from  time  to  time,  at  two  Meetings 
yearly,  the  one  in  the  Month  of  January^  and  the  other  in  the 
Month  of  July  ;  and  that  we  will  wholly  refuse  in  all  Trade  and 
Business,  and  for  aU  Debts  due,  the  Notes  that  may  be  emitted  by 
the  Subscribers  to  the  Bank  commonly  called  The  Land  Bank^  or 
any  other  Scheme  of  the  like  Nature :  And  that  we  will  do  every 
Thing,  as  much  as  in  us  lies,  to  make  this  Emission  a  common  Coiv 
rency,  and  prevent  these  Bills  being  hoarded  up,  or  depreciated. 

XI.  Every  Subscriber  or  Undertaker  shall  be  obliged,  at  the  De- 
sire or  Demand  of  the  Company,  or  Directors,  to  give  such  further 
and  better  Security  as  they  shall  judge  needful. 

XII.  The  Directors  may  call  a  Meeting  of  the  Company  at  any 
Time  when  they  shall  judge  it  needful,  giving  due  Notice  thereof, 
and  shall  be  obliged  to  call  a  Meeting  at  any  other  Time  when  the 
Undertakers  of  one  Quarter  Part  of  the  Sum  emitted  by  the  Com- 
pany shaU  desire  it,  by  Writing  under  their  Hands,  signifying  the 
Occasion  of  their  Desire :  And  it  is  agreed  and  understood,  that  in 
every  Meeting  of  the  Company,  before  they  shall  be  capable  of  act- 
ing, there  shall  be  present,  either  in  Person,  or  by  Proxy,  in  Writ- 
ing, under  the  Hands  of  the  Undertakers,  so  many  as  shall  make 
one  third  Part  of  the  Sum  originally  subscribed  for. 

XIII.  The  Directors  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  Fifty  Pounds  each 
Man  per  Annum  for  their  Service,  besides  their  Allowance  for 
signing  the  Bills,  which  shall  be  Thventy  shillings  to  each  Director 
for  every  thousand  Bills  he  shall  sign,  and  the  Indorser,  for  signing, 
in  the  same  Proportion  ;  and  the  said  Directors  shall  be  allowed  a 
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Clerk  or  Clerks,  and  other  Officers,  as  shall  be  judged  needful,  who 
shall  be  paid  by  the  Company. 

XIV:  The  Directors  shall  from  time  to  time  take  Care  that  every 
Undertaker,  Subscriber  and  Borrower,  fully  comply  with  his  Obli- 
gation, and  on  Failure  shall  forthwith  put  his  Bond,  or  other 
Obligation  in  Suit. 

XV.  The  Company  may  at  their  annual  Meeting  in  January 
make  such  By-Orders  and  Rules,  as  they  shall  judge  for  the  Benefit 
of  the  Company ;  and  at  any  other  Meeting,  provided  Notice  be 
given  of  the  Rule  or  Order  desired,  in  tiie  Warning  for  the  Meet- 
ing ;  always  provided  that  no  such  Rules  or  Orders  shall  be  any 
Way  inconsistent  with  any  Article  or  Articles  in  this  Scheme,  which 
are  hereby  declared  to  be  fundamental  and  unalterable. 

XVI.  The  Directors  shall  let  to  hire  no  Silver  or  Gold  belonging 
to  the  Company  at  any  Time  in  the  two  last  Years  of  the  aforesaid 
Term  of  fifteen  Years ;  and  shall  at  the  Expiration  of  the  fifteen 
Years  of  said  Term,  pay  to  every  Possessor  or  Proprietor  of  a 
Tw&i^y  shilling  Bill  or  Note  of  the  aforesaid  Emission,  one  Ounce  of 
coined  Silver  of  Sterling  Alloy,  or  thirty  two  Grains  and  an  half 
of  coined  standard  Gold ;  and  to  every  other  Possessor  or  Proprietor 
of  a  less  or  greater  Sum  in  the  same  Species  and  Proportion  at  their 
Delivering  the  said  Bills  or  Notes  to  them  the  Directors,  upon 
which  they  shall  be  consumed  to  Ashes  in  the  Presence  of  said 
Director,  and  a  Committee  for  that  Purpose  specially  appointed  by 
the  Company. 

XVn.  Every  Subscriber  or  Undertaker  shall  have  Liberty  for 
the  first  thirteen  Years,  in  Lieu  of  Silver  or  Gold,  to  pay,  in  Flax, 
Hemp,  Iron,  Copper,  tanned  Leather,  or  sail  Duck ;  which  Com- 
modities shall  be  disposed  of  by  the  Directors  for  Silver  or  Gold 
Coin  as  aforesaid,  the  Directors  taking  two  and  half  per  Cent  for 
their  Trouble,  and  upon  the  Expiration  of  the  Term  of  Payment, 
taking  Bond  of  such  Subscribers  for  the  Sums  due,  with  Interest, 
in  the  same  Manner  as  of  other  Borrowers ;  and  as  soon  as  the 
Commodities  are  converted  into  Silver  or  Gold,  indorsing  the  nete 
Sums  they  fetch  on  the  Bonds  the  Borrowers  have  given. 
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Xyni.  The  Company  may  at  any  annual  Meeting  in  January^ 
release  a  Subscriber  or  Undertaker,  his  Executors  or  Administrators, 
at  his  or  their  Desire,  on  his  or  their  bringing  a  Person  to  stand  in 
his  or  their  stead,  and  perform  his  or  their  Obligations. 

XIX.  We  further  agree  and  promise,  that  we  will  receive  in 
Trade  and  for  Debts  due  (Specialties  and  express  Contracts  in  Writ- 
ing excepted)  the  Bills  emitted  on  this  Scheme,  at  the  following 
Rates,  in  the  several  Terms  and  Periods  hereafter  mentioned,  viz. 
For  the  first  Year  after  their  Emission,  at  the  Rate  of  tweedy  eiglU 
shillings  and  four  pence  for  an  Ounce  of  Silver.  For  the  second  Year 
after  their  Emission,  at  the  Rate  of  twenty  seven  shUlifigs  and  nine 
pence.  For  the  third  Year,  at  the  rate  of  twenty  seven  shillings  and 
two  pence.  For  the  fourth  Year,  at  the  Rate  of  twenty  six  shillings 
and  seven  pence.  And  in  the  fifth  Year  at  twenty  six  shillings^  In 
the  sixth  Year,  at  twenty  five  shillings  and  five  pence.  In  the  seventh 
Year,  at  twenty  four  shillings  and  ten  pence.  In  the  eighth  Year,  at 
twenty  four  shillings  and  three  pence.  In  the  ninth  Year,  at  twenty 
three  shillings  and  eight  pence.  In  the  tenth  Year,  at  twenty  three 
shillings  and  one  penny.  In  the  eleventh  Year,  at  twenty  two  shill- 
ings and  six  pence.  In  the  twelfth  Year,  at  twenty  one  shillings  and 
eleven  pence.  In  the  thirteenth  Year,  at  twenty  one  shillings  and 
four  pence.  In  the  fourteenth  Year,  at  twenty  shillings  and  eight 
pence.  And  in  the  fifteenth  Year,  at  the  Rate  of  twenty  shilU 
ings  for  an  Ounce  of  Silver ;  and  the  Directors  shall  be  and  are 
hereby  accordingly  obliged  to  exchange  and  give  in  the  common 
current  Bills,  to  every  Possessor  of  the  above  Notes,  on  Demand,  so 
much  as  will  purchase  one  Ounce  of  Silver  ^r  28  s.  and  4  d.  in 
these  Notes,  for  the  first  Year  after  their  coming  out,  and  so  much 
as  will  purchase  one  Ounce  of  Silver  for  27  s.  and  9  d.  in  these 
Bills  for  the  second  Year,  and  in  the  same  Manner  during  the  whole 
fifteen  Years  abovesaid,  according  to  the  Scheme.  And  the  Com- 
pany shall  be,  and  hereby  are,  obliged  at  all  Times,  on  the  Demand 
of  the  said  Directors,  to  enable  them  thus  to  exchange  the  Bills,  by 
supplying  them  with  Bills  of  the  common  Currency,  sufficient  for 
the  same,  and  shall  execute  Instruments  accordingly. 

XX.  And  for  the  fully  securing  the  Performance  of  the  Obliga-

AMENDMENT    TO   ARTICLE    XIX    OF 

THE   SILVEE   BANK.

NOTE. 

In  the  contest  between  the  Land  Bank  and  the  Silver  Bank, 
the  strength  of  the  Provincial  Government,  so  far  as  it  was 
represented  by  the  Royal  Governor  and  the  Council,  was  con- 
stantly exerted  in  behalf  of  the  Silver  Bank.  The  constitu- 
ency of  the  former  was  to  be  found  in  the  country  towns, 
while  the  latter  was  organized  exclusively  by  the  capitalists 
of  Boston.  The  promoters  of  both  schemes  based  their 
claims  for  popular  support  upon  the  impending  scarcity  of 
currency  which  would  inevitably  intervene  if  the  Royal  In- 
structions restraining  future  emissions  should  be  carried  out. 
It  was  evident  that  the  supporters  of  the  Land  Bank  out- 
numbered those  of  the  Silver  Bank,  and  the  political  power 
secured  by  the  latter  through  its  control  of  the  Governor  and 
Council  was  offset  by  the  election  of  an  Assembly  which  was 
so  strongly  in  the  interest  of  the  Land  Bank  that  it  was, 
according  to  Hutchinson,  afterwards  spoken  of  as  the  Land 
Bank  Assembly. 

Under  these  circumstances  it  was  realized  by  the  oppo- 
nents of  the  Land  Bank  that  if  they  would  succeed  they 
mdst  adopt  every  possible  measure  to  secure  the  circulation 
of  the  bills  of  the  Silver  Bank  in  preference  to  those  of  the 
Land  Bank. 

Silver  was  then  worth  between  twenty-eight  and  twenty- 
nine  shillings  an  ounce  in  old  tenor.  The  Land  Bank  bills 
were  to  circulate  at  six  shillings  and  eight  pence  for  an 
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ounce  of  silver,  that  is  to  say  upon  a  specie  basis,  but  while 
they  were  thus  nominally  placed  upon  a  par  with  silver,  their 
value  as  a  medium  of  trade  was  degraded  by  their  being 
payable  only  at  twenty  years  after  emission,  and  then  i^ 
produce.  The  bills  of  the  Silver  Bank,  on  the  contrary,  were 
emitted  at  par  with  the  old  tenor  bills  which  then  constituted 
the  currency  of  the  country.  They  were  to  mature  in  fifteen 
years  and  might  then  be  redeemed  or  paid  o£E  in  certain 
articles  of  produce  enumerated  in  the  Scheme,  but  it  was 
agreed  by  subscribers  to  the  Scheme,  that  possessors  of  the 
bills  might  at  any  time  exchange  the  bills  emitted  by  the 
Company  for  common  current  bDls,  upon  a  certain  specified 
rate  for  the  value  of  silver,  for  each  year  of  the  life  of  the 
bill.  Beginning  with  the  rate  of  twenty-eight  shillings  and 
four  pence  for  an  ounce  of  silver,  as  the  rate  at  which  the  bills 
were  to  circulate  or  be  exchanged  for  the  first  year,  an  annual 
stated  reduction  brought  the  rate  per  ounce  of  silver  at  which 
the  bills  were  to  circulate  at  the  date  of  their  maturity  to 
twenty  shillings.  Had  there  been  any  provision  for  the 
current  redemption  of  the  Land  Bank  bills  they  should  have 
been  worth  four  and  one  quarter  times  those  of  equal  denom- 
inations emitted  by  the  Silver  Bank  in  1740,  and  at  the  end  of 
the  fifteen  years,  after  the  application  of  this  scale,  three 
times  as  much,  but  there  was  no  provision  whatever  for  the 
redemption  of  the.Land  Bank  bills  prior  to  maturity  —  hence 
capitalists,  in  addition  to  the  consideration  of  the  inferiority 
of  their  financial  backing,  were  compelled  to  discount  their 
future  maturity  in  estimating  their  value  as  a  medium  of 
trade. 

The  provision  in  the  Scheme  of  the  Silver  Bank  for  the 
exchange  by  possessors  of  bills  emitted  by  that  Company  into 
common  current  bills,  at  any  time  on  presentation,  was  re- 
garded by  Governor  Belcher  as  an  important  feature  in  the 
claims  for  superiority  upon  which  the  bOls  rested — and  in 
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order  that  this  particular  claim  might  be  emphasized,  he 
secured  the  execution  of  the  following  document  which  is  gen- 
erally spoken  of  as  the  Amendment  to  the  Nineteenth  Article. 
The  original  from  which  the  document  is  copied  is  in  the 
Massachusetts  Archives,  CII.  84,  85.

SILVER  BANK.    AGREEMENT  OF  DIRECTORS 
CONCERNING  ARTICLE  XIX. 

Whereas  in  the  Scheme  for  the  Emission  of  One  hundred  & 
Twenty  Thousand  Pounds  in  notes  of  hand  Redeemable  with  Silyer 
at  Twenty  Shillings  V  oz  in  Fifteen  years,  Dated  Aug*.  1.  1740, 
The  Following  words  make  the  Nineteenth  Article,  viz?,  "We 
further  Agree  &  promise.  That  we  will  receive  in  Trade  and  for 
debts  due,  (Specialties  and  Express  Contracts  in  Writing  excepted) 
the  Bills  Emitted  on  this  Scheme  at  the  Following  rates  in  thei  Sev- 
eral Terms  Periods  &  hereafter  mention'd  vizt  For  the  First 
year  after  their  Emission,  at  the  rate  of  Twenty  eight  Shillings  and 
Four  pence  for  an  ounce  of  Silver.  For  the  Second  year  after 
their  Emission,  at  the  rate  of  Twenty  Seven  Shilling  and  nine  pence, 
For  y*  Third  year,  at  the  rate  of  Twenty  Seven  Shillings  and  Two 
pence,  For  y*  Fourth  year,  at  the  rate  of  Twenty  Six  Shillings  and 
Seven  pence.  And  in  y*  Fifth  year,  at  the  rate  of  Twenty  Six  Shill- 
ings In  the  Sixth  year  at  Twenty  five  Shillings  and  five  pence. 
In  the  Seventh  year,  at  Twenty  four  Shillings  &  Tenpence,  In 
the  Eighth  year,  at  Twenty  four  Shillings  &  three  pence,  In  the 
ninth  year,  at  Twenty  three  Shillings  and  Eight  pence.  In  the 
Tenth  year,  at  Twenty  three  Shillings  &  one  penny,  In  the  Elev- 
enth year,  at  Twenty  two  Shillings  &  Six  pence,  In  the  Twelfth 
year,  at  Twenty  one  Shillings  &  Eleven  pence,  In  the  Thir- 
teenth year  at  Twenty  one  Shillings  &  Four  pence.  In  the  Four^ 
teenth  year,  at  Twenty  Shillings  &  Eight  pence,  And  in  the 
Fifteenth  year  at  the  rate  of  Twenty  Shillings  for  an  Ounce  of  Sil- 
ver ;  And  the  Directors  shall  be  and  are  hereby  accordingly  ObUg'd 
to  Exchange  and  Give  in  the  Common  Current  Bills  to  every 
Possessor  of  the  Above  notes  on  demand,  so  much  as  will  purchase 
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One  Ounce  of  Silver  for  Twenty  eight  Shillings  &  Four  pence  in 
these  notes  for  the  First  year  after  their  Coming  out,  and  so  much 
as  will  purchase  one  ounce  of  Silver,  For  Twenty  Seven  Shillings 
&  nine  pence  in  these  Bills  for  y*  Second  year,  and  in  y"  Same 
manner  during  the  whole  Fifteen  years  abovesaid,  according  to  the 
Scheme ;  and  the  Company  shall  be  &  are  hereby  obliged  at  all 
times  on  the  Demand  of  the  s^  Directors  to  Enable  them  thus  to 
Exchange  the  Bills,  by  Supplying  them  with  Bills  of  the  Comon 
Currency  sufficient  for  the  same,  and  shall  Execute  Instruments 
accordingly." 

Now  Know  an  Men,  by  these  presents,  that  We,  Edward  Hutch- 
inson, Samuel  Welles,  James  Bowdoin,  Samuel  Sewall,  Hugh

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NOTE. 

The  following  list  of  the  names  of  those  who  can  be  iden- 
tified as  having  participated  in  the  Land  Bank  of  1740  is 
made  up  from  a  variety  of  sources.  There  are  two  lists  in 
the  Massachusetts  Archives  obviously  from  the  papers  of  the 
Company.  The  returns  from  the  Registries  of  Deeds,  for- 
warded in  response  to  the  orders  of  the  Grovernor,  furnish  a 
few  names  not  on  these  lists.  The  papers  of  the  Commis- 
sioners add  some  more,  and  the  publication  of  the  several 
assessments  shows  that  even  these  sources  did  not  furnish  all 
the  names.  The  Suffolk  County  Court  Files  contain  many 
papers  connected  with  suits  brought  by  possessors  of  bills  or 
by  the  Commissioners  appointed  to  wind  up  the  affairs  of  the 
Bank.  An  examination  of  these  papers  reveals  the  fact  that 
there  were  some  who  were  pursued  in  the  courts,  whose 
names  had  not  found  their  way  into  the  several  reports  and 
lists  already  mentioned.  One  name,  indeed,  was  obtained 
from  a  Land  Bank  note.  The  signer  must  have  been  a 
subscriber  to  the  scheme. 

A  list  which  depends  for  its  accuracy  upon  such  extended 
investigation  can  only  lay  claim  to  approximate  accuracy,  but 
it  is  evident  from  contemporary  statements  as  to  the  numbers 
^ngd'ged  in  this  enterprise  that  these  gleanings  must  com- 
prehend nearly  all  the  names.  Whether  all  of  them  are 
accurately  entered  is  another  question.  The  illiteracy  of 
many  of  the  clerks  who  made  out  the  returns,  the  difficulty 
of  interpreting  their  hand-writing,  and  the  curiosities  of 
spelling  which  obviously  indicate  in  some  cases  a  phonetic 
rendering  of  a  name,  showing  that  the  scrivener  was  record- 
ing what  some  other  person  called  off,  all  concur  to  throw 
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upon  the  compiler  of  a  list  from  these  sources  considerable 
responsibility  in  assigning  to  some  of  these  names  the  proper 
heading  under  which  they  should  be  classified.  Lest  any 
person  should  be  misled  by  the  classification  adopted,  the 
^veral  spellings  of  the  different  names  have  been  bdickted, 
thus  giving  any  person  who  may  inspect  the  list  the  privilege 
of  making  another  assignment,  if  he  shall  doubt  the  correct- 
ness of  that  made  by  the  compiler. 

Throwing  aside  the  obvious  and  the  conjectural  duplicate 
entries,  we  have  here  a  list  of  twelve  hundred  and  thirty- 
five  names.  The  residences  of  the  partners  are  scattered 
over  the  Province,  the  smaller  towns  being  especially  strong 
in  their  representation,  while  that  of  Boston  is  disproportion- 
ately small.  While  there  are  a  few  well  known  names  to  be 
found  in  the  list,  it  is  plain  that  the  partners  of  the  Land 
Bank  were  mostly  to  be  found  among  the  poor  people  of  the 
small  towns.

NOTE. 

The  names  of  the  subscribers  to  the  Silver  Bank  are  to 
be  found  appended  to  a  fragment  of  the  Articles  which  is 
preserved  in  the  Massachusetts  Archives,  CII.  49-55.  They 
have  never  been  separately  published,  and  although  the 
Calendar  of  papers  in  this  volume  purports  to  be  those  of 
the  Land  Bank,  still  the  history  of  the  Silver  Bank  is  so 
closely  intertwined  with  that  of  the  Land  Bank  that  the 
names  of  the  Boston  merchants  who  rallied  to  the  support 
of  the  former  and  pledged  themselves  to  perpetual  hostility 
to  the  latter  would  seem  to  be  equally  worthy  of  record  here 
with  those  of  the  subscribers  to  the  Land  Bank. 

While  it  is  true  that  the  names  of  the  subscribers  to  the 
Silver  Bank  have  never  been  separately  published,  it  is  never- 
theless a  fact  that  they  have  been  made  public  in  a  way  that 
would  easily  enable  one  to  identify  them. 

In  July,  1903,  a  list  of  subscribers  to  agreements,  schemes 
for  banks,  etc.,  other  than  the  Land-Bank  Scheme  in  Massa- 
chusetts, 1733-1740,  was  published  in  the  New  England 
Historical  and  Genealogical  Register,  LVII.  274-281.  This 
list  comprehended  all  those  who  can  be  identified  as  partici- 
pants in  the  struggle  in  Massachusetts  between  the  hard 
money  and  the  paper  currency  men  of  that  period  through 
their  subscriptions  to  agreements  not  to  receive  or  pay  out 
certain  bills ;  to  borrow  stated  amounts  in  Merchants'  Notes 
of  1733  from  the  managers  of  that  affair;  to  borrow  in 
a  similar  way  from  the  Silver  Bank  of  1740,  and  finally 
to  take  certain  amounts  in  proposed  Province  loans  the 
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purpose  of  which  was  to  pave  the  way  for  a  return  to  specie 
pajrments. 

This  list  was  prefaced  in  the  Begister  with  a  brief  account 
of  the  events  which  led  up  to  this  struggle  in  which  the 
names  of  those  who  were  known  to  have  been  connected 
with  "The  Fund"  in  Boston  in  1681-82,  the  Blackwell 
Bank  in  1686,  and  the  proposed  Bank  of  Credit  in  1714, 
were  also  given,  A  combination  of  the  list  of  subscribers 
to  the  Land  Bank  with  those  given  in  the  Register  list 
above  referred  to  would  give,  if  the  names  of  those  con- 
nected with  the  earlier  banks  which  are  mentioned  in  the 
Register  were  added,  a  fairly  complete  list  of  the  men 
in  Massachusetts  who  took  an  active  part  on  both  sides, 
in  this  long  protracted  contest.  While  such  a  list  might 
prove  to  be  interesting,  its  scope  covers  ground  somewhat 
outside  the  limits  of  this  Calendar,  but  the  following  list 
of  the  subscribers  to  the  Silver  Bank  itself  is  not  subject 
to  this  criticism.

NOTE. 

In  the  following  pages  I  have  sought  to  locate  and  de- 
scribe a  complete  file  of  the  Journals  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  Province  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay  from 
the  first  printed  issue  in  1715  to  the  last  published  as  a 
Provincial  document,  before  the  erection  of  a  State  govern- 
ment. I  have  been  successful  beyond  my  early  expectations, 
and  for  the  first  time  the  student  will  find  available  a  file  of 
these  important  records.  The  rarity  of  the  earlier  issues  led 
me  to  contemplate  a  reprint  of  a  part  of  the  series ;  but  a 
transfer  to  another  field  of  activity  compelled  the  abandon- 
ment of  the  plan.  The  Journals  for  1715  were  alone  re- 
printed, and  in  this  form  are  already  difficult  to  obtain. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Bo3ton  Public,  the  Boston 
AthensBum,  the  Harvard  University,  and  the  Massachusetts 
State  Libraries ;  to  the  Lenox  (New  York  Public)  Library, 
to  the  Historical  Society  of  Pennsylvania,  and  to  the  Mass- 
achusetts Historical  Society,  for  courtesies  received.  Mr. 
Henry  H.  Edes  and  Mr.  Albert  Matthews  have  kindly  read 
the  proofs  and  aided  in  the  correctness  of  the  descriptions.

NOTE. 

When  connected  with  the  Boston  Public  Library  the 
question  frequently  arose  whether  a  particular  Law  could 
be  found  in  official  and  contemporary  printed  form.  Upon 
consulting  the  volumes  of  the  Laws  of  the  Colony  and  of 
the  Province  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay  in  that  Library,  I 
was  impressed  by  the  differences  which  might  exist  in  issues 
apparently  identical;  and  to  prepare  myself  to  answer  in- 
quiries I  began  to  list  the  separate  issues.  The  volumes 
were  in  few  instances  complete,  and  I  was  obliged  to  extend 
my  examination  to  the  volumes  of  the  Laws  in  the  libraries 
of  Harvard  University,  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society, 
and  the  Boston  AthendBum.  As  the  list  grew  the  omissions 
were  found  to  be  many,  and  the  missing  sheets  were  sought 
in  libraries  outside  of  the  State  of  Massachusetts.  The  two 
largest  collections,  those  in  the  Lenox  Library  (New  York 
Public  Library)  and  in  the  Historical  Society  of  Pennsyl- 
vania (purchased  of  George  H.  Moore),  yielded  some  rich 
results,  and  the  list  reached  a  fair  state  of  completeness. 
To  enable  me  to  check  this  list  it  became  necessary  to  com- 
pile a  Bibliography  of  the  Journals  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  Province  from  1715,  which  appears  in  the 
present  volume.  Even  this  did  not  end  the  labor  involved, 
for  I  was  called  away  from  Boston  before  many  items  had 
been  located  and  described.  I  was  fortunate  in  having  Mr. 
Albert  Matthews  as  a  collaborator,  and  his  research  discov- 
ered many  titles  not  in  my  list,  and  detected  many  errors 
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and  differences  in  the  numbers  I  had  noticed.  To  his 
labors  are  due  those  material  additions  and  the  accuracy  of 
citations ;  and  to  his  editorial  care,  the  correctness  of  the 
text  and  the  typographical  form  in  which  the  titles  are 
printed. 

The  bibliography  of  the  Laws  of  the  Colony  has  been  so 
fully  treated  by  William  H.  Whitmore  as  to  leave  little 
further  to  be  said.  I  may,  however,  call  attention  to  the 
discovery  of  a  copy  of  the  long  lost  and  much  desired  com- 
pilation of  1648,  the  copy  described  being  still  regarded  as 
unique.  It  is  in  the  collection  of  Mr.  E.  D.  Church,  of 
Brooklyn,  New  York.  A  second  item  is  a  manuscript  in 
the  State  Archives  of  Massachusetts,  believed  to  be  in  the 
writing  of  John  Cotton,  and  endorsed  "Opinions  of  the 
Elders,  1643."  Its  title  is  "  How  far  Moses  Judicialls  bind 
Mass."  I  have  printed  the  text,  and  imdertaken  to  establish 
its  relation  to  the  laws  of  the  Province,  in  the  Proceedings 
of  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society,  Second  Series,  XVI. 
274-284. 

To  assist  those  who  consult  this  Bibliography  the  follow- 
ing table  of  the  various  compilations  and  subsequent  issues 
of  the  Laws  of  Massachusetts,  with  the  number  of  pages 
the  complete  volume  should  contain,  is  given.

While  the  practice  of  continuing  the  paging  of  the  Laws 
from  issue  to  issue,  or  from  session  to  session,  began  in  1668, 
it  did  not  become  so  established  as  to  be  useful  till  after  the 
compilation  of  1699. 

The  Rev.  John  Cotton's  Abstract  of  the  Laws  of  New 
England,  printed  in  1641,  and  its  reissue  in  1655  by  William 
Aspinwall,  are  given  in  this  Bibliography  for  the  sake  of 
convenience.  Though  often  confused  with  the  genuine  Body 
of  Liberties,  it  is  well  known  to  historical  scholars  that 
Cotton's  Laws  were  never  actually  in  force. 

The  Body  of  Libertjps,  prepared  by  the  Rev.  Nathaniel 
Ward  and  adopted  in  1641,  is  not  given  here  because  not 
printed  until  long  after  1776,  the  date  set  by  the  compilers 
of  this  Bibliography  for  its  termination.  The  Body  of  Liber- 
ties was  first  printed,  from  a  manuscript  owned  by  the  Boston 
Athenaeum^  in  1843  by  Francis  C.  Gray  in  the  Massachusetts 
Historical  Collections,  Third  Series,  VIII.  191-237  ;  and  the 
same  manuscript  was  reproduced  in  facsimile  in  1890  by 
Whitmore  in  his  Bibliographical  Sketch  of  the  Laws  of  the 
Massachusetts  Colony  From  1630  to  1686,  pp.  32-61.    . 

The  quotations  in  this  Bibliography  to  which  the  name  of 
Hildebum  is  attached,  have  been  taken  from  The  Charle- 
magne Tower  Collection  of  American  Colonial  Laws,  com- 
piled by  Charles  R.  Hildebum  in  1890. 

The  list  can  still  only  be  regarded  as  partial,  and  the 
compilers  will  welcome  additional  items  as  they  may  be  dis- 
covered. An  edition  of  one  hundred  copies  of  this  Bibliog- 
raphy was  printed  from  advance  sheets  in  1907.
